Take the case of Geneva as an example. 
When Calvin commenced his work there, 
crime was having a most frightful preva-| , 
lence in the form of licentiousness, blas- 
phemies and assassinations which had ac- 
tually decimated the population. Liber- 
tinism, in theory and practice, had made 
the place more like Sodom than any other 
city at the time extant. Yet, after Calvin 

-had finished his work there the city was 
found to be penetrated with a Ohbristian 
influence, and crime was almost unknown. ; 
Knox, after his residence there, testified 
as follows: ‘In no other place have I 
seen the Reformation so well wrought out, 
both morally and religiously, as in Ge- 
neva.” Farel also expressed his astonish- 
ment at the grace enjoyed by the church 
in Geneva, which now, after such perils, 
flourished as an example to other churches. 
He said, I was lately at Geneva, and so 
delighted was I, that I could scarcely tear 
myself away. I would rather be the last 
in Geneva, than first in any other place.” 
Drelincourt expressed the same admiration 
a hundred years later. So that the change 
effected, was no evanecent thing. 

A similar transformation of morals was 
wrought in Scotland, when the Gospel, 
after being taken away by Popery, was 
brought back to that nation by John 
Knox. In less than the time of one gen- 
eration, the Gospel gave to that people a 
moral character, quite the reverse of what 
they had before. With few exceptions, 
the Bible had beeome the law and 
lator of every family in Scotland.

Tur Lava On Seturday morn, 
ing, as soon as it was. light, we were up 
and off to visit the lava-stream, which 
has been flowing more than a year, and at 
one time, seemed resolately determined to 
devour Hilo. The stream ‘isstes from an 
immense crack up and down the northeast 
side of Manna Loa, at an elevation of ten 
or twelve thousand feet above the sea 
It first flows for many miles over a bar- 
ren field of rocks, where the descent was 
great and its progress rapid. Then pass- 
ing into the dense: forest that belts the 
island, it gradually cat its way to the very 
borders of Hilo, burning up the trees, 
drinking ap the rivers, filling up deep 
gorges, and leaving a desolate and smok- 
ing track from two to ten miles wide and 
sixty-five miles long, through a luxuriant 
and beautiful country. Finally, when, it 
had reached within four miles of the de- 
voted village, and the people had given 
up all hope and were preparing to aban- 
don their homes to the devouritg element, 
—without encountering any obstacle and 
from no other apparent canse,—it sud- 
denly ceased to flow in that direction, and 
began to spread itself ont laterally, and 
to pile itself up for maenner. 
ward track. 4 

Those among us wee are accustomed 
to observe providences, think they see in 
this deliverance the finger of God. The 
destruction of Hilo would have been 
one of the greatest calamities that could 
have happened to the Islands. For months 
both native and foreign Ohristians had 
been praying, with an earnestness that 


might be spared ; and when, finally, the 
fiery torrent,—Which is still walling itself 
up on the very borders of the town,. — was 
so ‘strangely stayed, they felt that the 
event was as providential, if not almost 
as miraculous, as the walling up of the 
Red Sea on either side of the Israelites 
of old. Many times during my trip round 
the Island, I heard the natives say that 
the flow was stopped and Hilo saved by 
their prayers. And who can say that 
such, probably, was not the fact? 


Our company consisted of fifteen for- 
eigners, fiveof whom were ladies, and six 
natives to carry the luggage, take care of 
the horses and search for water. It is al- 
ways the custom here, when a native hires 
a horse to a foreigner either to go himself 
or send some one on foot to look after it. 
Instead of being troubled by carrying 
luggage on the animal, a native is also 
hired for trifle to balance it across his 
shoulders, and trot on after you as fast 
as you may wish to ride. A strong man 
thinks nothing of traveling in this way 
forty or fifty miles a day, beneath a bur- 
den of fifty pounds. The first mile of our 
way towards the woods was smooth, over 
what appeared to be a luxuriant soil, and 
we galloped on with merry hearts, all the 
more merry in anticipation of the adven- 
tures which, by-and-by, the roughness of 
eur path promised to afford. We then 
passed through a région of rocks and gul - 
lies, where the peculiar formations of for- 
mer lava-flows ceuld be distinctly traced. 
The whole of this part of the Island, like 


most other parts of it, is formed of old 


lava- streams, which still retain, even under 
the soil and in the heaviest forests, the 
unmistakable wrinkles and ridges of flow- 
ing lava. After passing two miles or 
more over, not a road, but a simple trail, 
as rough as a vivid imagination can con- 
ceive, we struck into the woods, here 
composed of huge trees, mostly of tho 
chia, or native apple, with an impenetra- 
ble undergrowth of creepers and climbers 
as large as mens’ arms, wild bananas, 
ferns of all sizes, from a few inches high 
to tall trees, ti plants, busbes and grass, 
The trees were from one hundred and fifty 
to two hundred feet high, and covered all 
over with splendid red blossoms. Our 
way now became what is here termed 

diſncult; but in any other part of the 
world, I am sare, it would be pronounced 
absolutely impassable. It was simply a 
narrow, crooked trail, half cut through 
the jungle, up and down, over places 
rougher than roughness iteelf—across deep 
gullies; over the trunks of fallen trees, 
and under projecting limbs, which the ri- 
der must dodge with great dexterity if be 
would escape being dragged from his sad- 
dle. Every few steps our horses would 
plunge two or three feet deep into ‘soft 
mud, the bottom of which was 80 inter- 
laced. with roots as sometimes to hold 
their feet fast. Next they must. climb 
over a high ridge of rocks, then clamber 
down some deep chasm, or struggle over 
the huge trunk of a fallen tree, 60 urge 
that they would frequently hang abtride 
for several minutes, without being 
able to effect u passage dithet forwards or 
back warde. Thus we slowly passed on, 
expecting eyery moment, that oar horses 
would either their legs or plunge 
us headlong into the muddy, rocky jungle; 
but they had been long trained to anch 
traveling, and moved on with such dex- 
terity and caution as to‘astonish us all by

We could adt 
eren see out, except in the direction of thé 
sky, Meanwhile the rain poured down in 
torrents, and the ¢ scene Aich we presented 
was y 28 amusing, if not as Quix 
otic, as ever entered, the brain of Ceryam 
tes. Ons mile more over this interesting 
route brought us to the edge of the lave 
stream, one and a half miles above its 
lowest extrethity and four miles below the | 
place of its present activity. Here we 
provided ourselves with stout long sta ves, 
and then mounted the black, r 
broken river of rock. 

To one who has never sven: flowing 
lava, the form and eondition of the scene 
which now lay before us, would seem im- 
possible and incredible. No language 
‘within my power can convey an adequate 
impression of its strange, unearthly ap- 
péatance. Tt was unlike anything I had 
ever seen or imagined to be the product 
of rock or fire, Before my visit I had 
expected to find its surface like ice on a 
frozen river, nearly level; but it was rolled 
and twisted, distorted and piled up in an 
endless variety of shapes. Not a level 
place three feet square could be found.— 
The only thing I could compare it to was 
the ocean, lashed into fury by one of the 
fiercest winds that blow, suddenly petri- 
fied in all its rolling, broken and jagged 
shapes, and then its heaving. surface bro- 
ken, and twisted, and pressed up by some 
mighty force from below. Ragged and 
irregular waves of rock, of all shapes and 
sizes, from one hundred feet high and 
downwards, were scattered over the whole 
surface of the stréam—their black crust 
being rent by iönumerable cracks and 
fissures, and then contorted into all forms, 
and tilted up at all angles, even to à per- 
pendicular. New lava had oozed up from 
below, had cooled, and was then eracked 


and pressed up again and again by the 


stream, beneath the hardened surface.— 
Here and there were immense chasms and 
holes, through which the smoke and hot 
air were still escaping, for miles below 
the lowest place where flowing lava can 
now be found. 
We passed on up this frowning fearful 
stream, which but a few weeks before had 
been a river of melted rock, for an hour 
aud a half, jumping over deep chasms, 
climbing up the sides of cracked bro- 
ken hillocks, then cautiously treading our 
way down deep declivities, stepping from 
fragment to fragment of the cunfused ma- 
terial some times breaking through a thin 
brittle crust which lay a few inches above 
the solid rock, then pounding with our 
long canes to find a sure footing, and all 
the way treading with a care, that our fu- 
ture ‘experience convinced us was needless, | 
lest we should break entirely through and 
fall into the burning flood. After proceed- | 
ing about four miles in this way, we sud- 
denky came upon flowing lava. Here we 
halted, to survey the, grand and awful 
scene. In innnmerable places all around 
us, far as the eye could reach, burning 
loads were oozing up from below and flow- 
ing in slow sluggish streams to find a lower 
level: Tue flowing was about as rapid as 
‘that of very thick syrup running from a 
fagset, It would quietly break or press 
its way up from beneath’ in streams vary- 
ing from a few inches to several feet wide, 
another spreads itself out some times 
flowing twenty feet or more, but cooling 
over very quickly, when it would remain 
quiet a few moments; but the melted 
mass, increasing its pressure again from 
below would soon burst out anew and re 
peat the same scene over and over again, 
It is by this constant flowing and upward 
pressure, that the elevations, and fissuries 
| and contortions, I have deseribed, are 
made. To the imagination it seems like a 
strange mode of proceedure; but to the eye 
it is simple, natural and easily explained. 
With moderate caution there is no dan- | 
ger in passing around these fires.

We passed all around among these fires. 
Our ladies dipped up the liquard lava in 
iron spoons with their own hands, Wet 
poked it with our canes, pressed small 
coins into red hot specimens, twisted it in- 
to all sorts of shapes, and performed dn it 
every fancy experiment our ingenity could 
invent, Having satisfied our first impul- 
ses of curiosity, we sat down to Ne 
our appetites; or rather we stood up, for 
the lava for miles arround us was so hot, 
that whatever parts of our bodies touched 
it, felt as if they were roasting in purgato- 
ry. Having relieved a hunger whichnd 
one, who had not visited the lava stream, 
can adequately comprehend, we continued 
our observations. We watched with great 
interest thé curious process, by ‘which it 
rolled itself into an almost endless variety | , 
of fantastic forms. At one moment the 
partially hardened crust would. be lifted 
up for afew inches wide and ‘many feet 
long by the force of the stream Mowing | morrow 


downward and pressing upward, when it 


would suddenly roll over and twist up in- 

to the form of an immense rope. Then 

it would ooze out and cool into beautiful 

cores. Then by the same lateral and up- 

ward pressure the thin crust would be 

shoved up into regular folds and wrinkles, 

exactly like the elevations on an old fash, 

ioned washing boord, and quite as smooth 

and uniform. Next it would flow over 

the edge of some fissure and cool into sha- 

pes like icicles. Again the surface would 

crack open, and gradually widen out into | 
chasms. All the time, clouds of smoké 
aud gasses and steam were excaping, and 
the heat was almost insuportable. These 
forms of action were extended over wide 
spaces, and the canes, ropes, and wrinkles 
were of all sizes from a half inch to many 
feet in diametor, and from a few inches to 
fifty or a hundred feet in length. 

‘After consuming half a day among 
these magnificent and awfal scenes, we be- 
gan to retrace our steps. Our ladies en- 
dured the fatigue beyond all expectation.

—The Valley, 
of Santa Oruz is small. upon the 
northern side of the Bay of Monterey, it is 
flanked with encircling mountains, which are 
eovered with heavy redwood timber. The de- 
scent to the water is by successive benches 
good grain land. The last level is the V 
itself—rich garden soil, through which flows 
one of the finest of streams from the moun- 
tains. A ridge of high land separates the 
town from the water. The harbor is a little 
cove, not wholly safe for vessels in winter.— 


to the moisture furnished from the sea: Alto- 
gether it is oneof the most beautiful parts of 
California. Its commerce will be greatly in- 
creased by the employment of the steamer 
which is daily expected, and which the owners, 
Messrs. Davis & Jordan, intend to run between 
Monterey, Santa Cruz and San Francisco.— 
This is one of the finest Jumber regions of the 
State. A single tree, known as the Fremont 
tree, is over eighteen feet in circumference, 
with a beautiful shaft. Some little mining is 
done in the mountains. 

We visited ‘the ruins,’ which are about six 
miles from the town. Though difficult to con- 
ceive that they consist of anything more than 
nataral rocks, singularly formed and disposed, 
and showing the action of water, still there 
is some ground for the supposition that they 


may be columns piled up by the industry of 
some superior akoriginal race. Columns, 


furmed of cosceutric rings of stone, cach ring 
hollow, joined together ia groups, with some- 
thing like arches, at regular intervals, lie bu. 
ried sixty feet in the sand. One group of six 
columns has been excavated, but the sand has 
drifted again nearly to the top. The single 
columns of the group joim together as one 
mass, and again become distinct columns.— 
Two rows of such groups of columns, in an 
imperfect state, arg discernable. The forms 
and groupings of these rocks are most proba- 
bly the result of natural causes, though cer- 
tainly it is not impossible that rude men have 
left thus a dim memorial of themselves. The 
town contains tasteful dwellings—some of 
them along the shore of the ‘far sounding 
sea.’ It is ornamented, also, with an anusual 


number of fine gardens. Its inhabitants justly 
regard it as a choice gpot, and feel that the 
lines have fallen unto in pleasant places.

faithful consistent labors here for the last two 
years, appear to have awakened a strong at- 
tachment towards him, on the part of those 
who have attended ‘his services, aud to have 
secured the fall confidence and respect of all 
the people in the place. “The influence of such 
a ministry cannot be too highly valued, It is 
elevating, refining, purifying ; immensely su- 
perior, as a general rule, that so-called preach- 
ing the gospel, which is but a common place 
haranguing upon religious subjects, with little 
thought and no instruction, though a plenty of 
noise. Such preaching destroys respect for 
the ministry among worldly people, and weak- 


ens the attachment of Christians for the house 
of God; as they feel, if they do not say, we 


are not fed by the preacher—he uses Bible 
words, but he aims not to teach, as the Holy 
Spirit says a minister must. We believe that, 
in many cases, during an experience of ten 
years in active life, we have seen whole 
churcbes and congregations almost utterly ru- 
ined, to appearance, by the preaching of un- 


bors of the most faithful, able and devoted 
pastor, for many years, would not remedy: the 
evil, even if it were not so great as utterly to 
exclude his presence and labor from the 
place. Yet we wish no one to say, this means 
me or us, unless he is willing, first, to admit 
himself as really calpable in the evil spoken 
of, before he is assured of it, May the 
churches choose and the people receive, and 

the Lord send those to go in and out before 
the people, bringing forth both new and old, 
breaking to the hungry the bread of life, who 


to doctrine, meditating upon these things, giv- 
ing themselves wholly unto them, that their 
profiting may appear unto all, apt to teach, 
(fitted, adapted to instruct, not merely to talk) 
not a novice, lest he be lifted up with pride 
and fall (with his hearers) into the snare of 
the devil.’ 

In speaking of Camptontille, we bad not 
expected to say so much of ministers. Yet 
immensely great evils flow from false notions of 
the Divinely-appointed ministry, and perhaps 
this may awaken some more proper thought 
apon the subject.

tive: Just examine for yourselves the char- 
acter of the men who form these organizations, 
both here and at home, and you will find three- 
fourths of them good and moral citizens who 
need no such aids as temperance societies to 
make them sober and industrious men, but 
who are willing to attach themselves to a good 
cause, in hopes their example and influence 
may have a beneficial effect on society, and as 
for prohibitory laws, I am for one, willing to 
acknowledge they have not been and never can 
be made successful in arresting the dreadful 
vice. Indeed, the experiments, tried thus far | seemed 
have only tended to retard the progress of the 
cause of temperance. Eatertaining these views, 
I venture to offer a suggestion of my own. In- 
stead of wasting further time in fruitless efforts 
to establish prohibitory laws, let all through- 
out the length and breadth of the land, who 
have hitherto acted with temperance societies, 
organize for the purpose of moving Oongress 
to impose the most onerous duties and imposts, 
on all manefactared and imported spiritous 
liquors.. The duties should be so heavy as to 
put the price even beyond the reach of the 
wealthy. This plan, if feazibla, woald either 
raise enormous revenues, sufficient in one year, 
to build two Pacific Railroads, or better still, 
it woald entirely exterminate drankenness. 
Of course, I do not design this indifferently 
written article for publication, but as an old 
subscriber to The Pacific, beg the favor of

On Tuesday, 28th ult, we entered the port 
of Acapulco to coal. I very much enjoyed the 
respite of a run on shore ; a swim in the beau- 
tifally clear, and deliciously warm waters of 
the bay ; a visit to the fort and church ; a ram- 
ble in the firuit market, a seat under the shade 
of the trees; a bow of acquaintance from the 
cocoa-nut trees, and of course, the Spanish 
breakfast of chickens, eggs, garlick and choeg- 
late, in company with your brother A. P. Saw 
much in the grass houses, bright blue water 
and frnits, to remind me of the Islands. The 
Mexican market women will not favorably 
compare with the Kanakas, however, either for 
cleanliness or style of dress. I have often ad- 
mired the long, loose, dazzlingly white dresses 
and very picturesque flower glarlands and neck. 
laces of the swarthy daughters of the Isles.

We passed through sey- 
eralof them, and saw others at a distance. 
The water in the rims of these wide rings 
seemed slightly disturbed, and s little covered 
with foam. I am ata loss to understand what 
agitated the water in this fashion, and what 
collected these photofactors in these particalar 
localities.

But 
after blasting through hard rock for twelve or 
fifteen hundred feet, it is found, perhaps, that 
the tunnel is too high to drain the water off, 
and then have to go lower down the hill, and 
do all their work over again. Sometimes the 
air gets so bad that a side tunnel has to be run, 
in order to get a circulation. I see in differ-
